ting, blindnes & madnes: fo that they ſtumbled 
at noon day as in thick darknes according as 
Moſes had before threatned. Hence was it that 
in the word of God they waxed dul-ſighted ( as 
Eſay complaines ofthem ) and leaned unto their 
_ owne Wiſdomeand prudence ; and paſling by 
the commands of God, made unto themſelves 
new doGrines, lawes and ſtatutes: and lived ra- 
ther according to thoſe lawes then the com- 
mandements of God. 

But when atlength God ſent unto them no new

The reaſon why they are married in the 
open air is, to ſhew they ſhould multiply like 
the ſtarres of heaven. | 

After the ceremony of marriage is ended, they 
fall to their 000d chear, before which the Bride 
groom fings a long prayer , and the better he 
ſings, the more acceptable he is to his Bride, but 
this done rather out of pride, and to pleale her, 
then true Pietie.

"The ancient Jews before Chriſt were not Jant/ 
much out in the time. Elias ſaid, That the fhowe 
world ſhould laſt fix thouſand years , two of ihe N 
which it ſhould be void and emptie, two under fthi 
the Law, and the reſt ſhowld be the dayes of the 
Meſſias. Vhey hoped therefore that the Meſh. 
a$ ſhould come after that the world had endured 
four thouſand yeares, which was not farre from pheſi 
the truth ; for Chriſt was born in the year ffar.
